AMENDMENTS TO THE AUSTRALIAN BAL- 
LOT REFORM BILL. 

The House has passed the Ballot Reform 
bill by a practically unanimous vote and has 
sent it to the Senate, where ite general princi- 
ple will meet with no opposition. But there 
are two amendments which that body should 
make in which the House should concur. 

The first relates to hours of opening and 
closing the polls. These differ in city and 
country. In the latter voting begins at 8 in 
the morning and lasts till7 at night. In the 
former the hours are from 6 a. m. to 4 p. m. 
Six o’clock was‘ fixed on in the Pence bill of 
1885 in order that workingmen might have a 
chance to vote before they went to their work, 
which was supposed to begin at7 a.m. But 
there is an important provision in the pro- 
posed Australian law which quite does away 
with the necessity for this early 6 a. m. open- 
ing. It provides that every employer shall 
let bis employés have two hours’ time in 
which to vote—he to select such hours as shall 
best suit his convenience during the working 
day. and that they shall not be docked for this 
absent time. Therefore, as nobody begins 
work now before 7 there will be nobody at the 
polls before that hour. To require the judges,. 
clerks, and challengers to be on hand an hour 
sooner than is necessary is utterly useless. 

The reason for beginning to vote so late in 
the country was when the law was framed 
that population was not as dense ¢s now; 
election districts were larger, and the distances 
to be traveled greater, so that few could be 
conveniéntly at the polls befcre 8, except in 
the towns. But thmgs have so changed that 
7 is as convenient an hour now as 8 was thirty 
years ago. The polls should be closed at 5 p. 
m. instead of 7 p. m. for two reasons. One is, 
that the returns from the entire State may be 
in by midnight of election day, in order that 
the papers may tell the people on the follow- 
ing morning what the result has been. That 
is impossible at present because of the count 
in the country not closing till so late an hour. 

In the next place the sun sets just before 5 
at the time of the November election. If the 
polis are kept open till7 there will be there- 
fore from an hour to two hours when voting 
will have to be done by candle light. That 
will be far more difficult under the new sys- 
tem than the old one. At present all the 
voter has to do is to hand in a ticket and it 
makes no difference to him whether the sun 
shines or not. But when he is required: to 
take ablock of tickets and make crosses 
against a number of names on them he must 
have light, and he does not want to depend on 
flickering candies, which may blow out every 
few minutes, and which will cost a large 
amount foreach precinct. He needs sun-

But 
the House, in adopting the Dixon amendment, 
shortens greatly the average time it will take 
to cast a vote, and does away with the 
necessity for so many booths. Instead of 
grouping all the candidates of the various 
tickets by offices they are grouped, by the 
Dixon amendment, by parties. So that in- 
stead ofa man having to pick out his party 
nominees one by one and x them. he finds 
them all in a bunch and can x one name 
after another and the whole ticket in a single 
moment. Nearly all Democrats and most 
Republicans vote “straight tickets,” and 
hence all except a few would “x” their tick- 
éts in less than a minute. Therefore, it will 
be quite enough to have one booth for every 
100 voters and fraction thereof. This will 
mean a great saving in expense and room, and 
will still give every one more than ample 
time to mark his ticket. From 7 in the mora- 
ing to 5 in the afternoon is ten hours or 600 
minutes. If there were 400 voters in the pre- 
cinct, presenting themselves one after an- 
other, one booth would, in point of fact, ac- 
commodate them all. If there were four 
booths, as by this proposed amendment, the 
400 voters would have six minutes each in 
which to x their tickets. But to have eight 
booths,.as the bill provides now, would be a 
useless waste of money in providing the 
booths. The bill, with these amendments, 
will be about as near perfection as human leg- 
_islation can hope to get at the first trial.

It saw a new Chicago at Graf- 
ton, at the mouth of the Illinois, collecting the 
products of the West and sending them east- 
ward in huge steel propellers to Buffalo. It 
saw the railroads reduced to streaks of rust 
and the Illinois as crowded with deep-draught 
vessels as the Chicago River. No poor lunatic 
at Kankakee or Jefferson or Elgin ever had 
wilder chimeras than the uncaged lunatic of 
the News, | 

The News joined in with the Meahses 
Sanfords and Kellys and the other valley kick- 
ers’”’ to make Chicago build a deep-draft ship 
canal under the pretense of protecting its 
drinking water from pollution, It indorsed 
that fundamental monstrosity of the bill 
which demanded that the daily sewage of each 
Chicagoan be diluted with 2,154 gallons of 
lake water! And demanded that there might 
be water enough to flood the Illinois Valley. 
For sanitary purposes a dilution of less than 
half or even a quarter of that quantity would 
suffice to render the water inoffensive to sight 
or smell, 2 

The people of Chicago have discovered the 
tallacy of this and several other requirements 
of the law and the motive which prompted 
their insertion, and insist that the law be 


amended 80 that it shall be for sanitation 


with navigation incident thereto and not for 
navigation with sanitation as an incident. 
The News opposes these needed amendments 
bitterly. Responsible in the first place for 
the bad and impracticable provisions of the 
bill, it insists now that they be retained! It 
whines and carits after the tune of Means and 
his fellow “kickers.” Means says a fourteen- 
foot channel with a flow of 300,000 cubic feet 
a minute would be “a mere drainage ditch” 
that will “ruin the valley.” The News says it 
would be “a cheap and nasty ditch.“ Cer- 
tainly it would mot accommodate lake pro- 
pellers down to St. Louis, but they never will 
ply in the Illinois River. They never will tie 
up at the wharves of Morris and of Seneca or 
Peoria, Pekin, or St. Louis. 

The News decided it would take 600,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute to enable the navies of 
America to float on the bosom of the Illinois 
and Desplaines. It thereupon helped put in the 
a law provisior to compel theChicago district to 
furnish that much water, regardless of the tens 
of millions extra that it might cost the tax- 
payers. But it did not tell in 1889, nor does it 
now, how that quantity is to be obtained. It 
says airily it can be done and vouchsates no 
more definite answer as to how or at what cost. 
It does not know. It is too much absorbed in 
the improvement of the Illinois for lake pro- 
peller navigation to think of anything else. It 
has no time to waste on sanitation, or pure 
drinking water, or cost to Chicago taxpayers.

From 
time to time during the existence of the boom 
the croakers have come forth with predictions 
that the bubble would soon burst and leave 
the speculator’ high and dry.

On the contrary, 
large sums of money are being used to build 
up various negli portions of the city, and 
up to the present time every set of s ators 
has made money. Large tracts of waste 
land that have for years been left 
to the goats and the ball players 
have been improved and covered with 
buildings. A member of the strongest and 
most popular banking firm in the city said a 
day or two ago that the number of wealthy 
ple and the amount of cash that has come 
into Washington in the last few years seeking 
investment is something astonishing. The

redi that the future Capital of the United 
Blates will be a city of 1,000,000 inhabitants.

GRANT LOCOMOTIVE WORKS PLANS. 


The Buildings and Plant Will Cost $800,000 
- Transactions in Realty. 

Complete plans of the Graft locomotive 
works have been drawn by Reeder, Coffin &

92. The comic writers have suffered the most, 
and of the greatest of them, Menander, 


hardly a vestige remains. Goethe said that he 


would gladly have given one-half of Roman 
poetry fora single play of that master, In 
the few lines that have come down to us he 
recognized the touch of a supreme genius. 
But this is not the worst. The greatest 
lyric poetess of all times was Sappho. Only 
two odes and a few fragmentary lines are left 
to tantalize us with a sense of our loss. From 


Pindar we have some odes, indeed, but not the 


hymns and dirges and dithyrambs which the 
ancient critics considered his real master- 


pieces. And where are the songs of Alemus 


and Ibycus—not to mention any lesser names— 
songs which once thrilled the most cultured 
nation of antiquity? Perished all, perished 


utterly from the of the earth, with the 
exception of afew mutilated stanzas. In Rosman | 


literature we have fared somewhat better, 


but even here there are sad gaps. Ennius, the 


father of Roman poetry, Ennius, of whom a 
complete copy is said to have existed as late 
as the thirteenth century, survives only in a 
few ents. Perished also is that splendid 
ballad literature which preceded the historic 
age, the literature whose loss Macaulay sought 
to supply in his “Lays. of Ancient Rome.“ 
The poets Lucilus, Bassus, Ponticus, Vaigius, 
Accius, and Pacuvius, the historians Coolius 
Antipater, and Cornelius Sisenna, the orators 
Calvus and Hortensius and Cassius Severus, 
names to conjure with in ancient days, are 
names and nothing more to otir modern ears. 
A dozen words are all that remain of the 
„Thyestes of Varius, which, according to 
— rivaled all the tragedies of the 
reeks and two lines represent all the vestige 
of Ovid’s tragedy of Medea. Livy, him- 
self, has come down to us in a mutilated state. 
How Some of the Treasures Perished. 
Many of these treasures perished in the in- 
vasions of the Goths and Vandals, many were 
destroyed by the ignorant or the super- 
stitious in the Dark Ages, many were 
consumed „5 in the successive incen- 
diarisms at Alexandria. The library of 400,- 
000 manuscripts collected by the lemies 
was burned during the siege of Alexandria by 
Julius Cesar, The famous library in the 
same city known as the Serapeum, which had 
been enriched b 7 gree and given to 
Cleopatra by arc ntony, was partly 
burned, Dextly dispersed, at the storm of 
the Temple of J — — by the Christians dur- 
ing the reign of Theodosius the Great. A 
new library sprang upin Alexandria, and in 
A. D. 640 was said to have contained 700,000 
volumes. That was the year in which the 
city was captured by the Saracens under Ca- 
liph Omar. The Caliph decreed that “if 
these writ of the Greeks agreed with the 
Book of , they are useless and need not 
be preserved; if they disagree, they ought to 
be destroyed. S0 the building was burned 
to the ground, and the manuscripts were sent 
to heat the 4,000-public baths. Six months 
were barely sufficient, it is said, for the 
consumption of the precious fuel. Frightful 
losses were also sustained when the great 
moaastic libraries were plundered in the time 
of the Reformation. e books and manu- 
scripts were scattered to stuff broken win- 
dows, clean boots, light fires, or were sold to 
— and soap-sellers as wrapping-paper. 
ne merchant for forty shilli bought two 
noble libraries, which supplied him with 
paper stock enough to last for ten years. No 
doubt many of the most precious ancient 
manuscripts perished in this way, as well as 
works, more or less valuable, of medizval 
writers, The great fire of London destroyed 
many treasures of Elizabethan literature, 
More of this literature perished through the 
selfishness of managers who would not allow 
their manuscripts to be printed, and through 
the carelessness of subsequent collectors. 
At the beginning of this century, the manu- 
scripts of a number of famous plays which 
had survived all these casualties were de- 
stroyed by aservant of Warburton, who used 
some to light the fire and others to make into 
ie-crust frills, No fewer than fifteen of 
— plays perished in this wholesale 
massacre, with some 22 other plays of 
various authors, including Ford, Dekker, Rob- 
ert Greene, George Chapman Cyril Tournure, 
and Thomas Middleton. Nay, among the 
number were three plays attributed to Shaks- 
re“ Duke Humphrey,” Henry I., and

Chicago News: One of the leading features 
of the Illinois Central’s proposal fora settle- 
ment of the Lake-Front controversy is that 
the company shall “surrender” certain 
riparian rights which have for years been in 
dispute as to ownership.

If conaitions continue favorable we may look 
for new oats from this State about the last 
week of July. 
Winter Wheat. 

All the conditions which have been against 
eal ly — and getting in the spring crops 
have worked just the other pa | so far as the 
winter wheat is concerned, on the open- 
ing of May this crop is now fully if not fur- 
ther advanced than it was ata corresponding 
8 year ago. 

Wheat in Texas is thirty inches high. Much 
of it in the boot. Present indications are that 
the wheat will be harvested by the Ist of J une. 
Farmers have no wheat and millers are im- 
porting all they grind. 

Nearly all the Texas milis have shut down. 
The winter oats will be harvested within two 

weeks. Corn is all up and most of it has been 
lowed twice. The outlook for all crops in 
exas is favorable at the present time. 

In Tennessee the weather during the last 
two weeks has been very favorable for the 
wheat. Nearly all of the backwardness of the 
early part of the season has been regained and 
with seasonable 98 weather from this 
time on harvest will rom one to two weeks 
earlier instead of later than usual. Some of 
the wheat is heading out now. None of the 
millers have stocks to run them longer than 
thirty days and most of them are running from 
hand to mouth. 

In Southern Kentucky the early wheat is 
knee high and growing very rapidly. Stocks of 
grain, both corn and wheat, are shorter than 
ever known. The bulk of the corn crop is 
planted and making a good stand. The pros- 
pects for fruit both in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky are reported as excellent. 

In Southern Indiana the wheat now meas- 
ures fifteen inches high. Low spots show 
some bad effects of too much rain. The late 
varieties of wheat will do to cut about the 20th 
of June. Warmers have sold quite freely of 
their wheat up to the present time and the re- 
serves in hands are unusually small. Millers 
have not more than half enough stocks to 
carry them through until harvest. 

In the northern por ions of Indiana the late 
varieties of wheat ought to be ready to cut by 
the Ist or the 10th of July. The growth of the 
wheat during the last fourteen days has been 
unprecedented. Just enough rain and sun- 
shine to bring about these results, 

In Northern Ohio wheat is from eight to ten 
inches high and is now in a fair way of recov- 
ering all that has been lost by the backward- 
ness of the early part of the season. In the 
central portion of the State wheat is from 
twelve to fourteen inches high. Looks very 
thrifty and in fact most too rank. Old wheat 
very scarce. There is not a miller probably 
in the northern and central portions of the 
State who has wheat enough to last until har- 
vest. 

In Southern Ohio some wheat is now joint- 
ing. The growth recently has been very rapid 
and reports generally how that the winter 
wheat crop never looked better.“ Early wheat 
will be fit tocut by the fourth of July.
